I Books of tz»T«l usually contain • 
!*a£t amount of matter that la unlm- 
portam and a good deal that i» untntt;

about their Toyages to Hew York lur- 
nished few exceptions to the rule. 


Tantalizing, therefore, fa, the diary of 


an observer who visited these bhoren 
In 1079; who had a reportorial instinct 
for tee Important, the true and the in- 
terettSog; whose journeys covered the 
entire territory BOW known as the 
Greater 2few York: Tvbo wrote fully 
and graphically of all he saw. and 
whose observations have all come down 
to us. with the exception of some thir- 
ty pages describing New York city at 
the time of his Yislt. Exactly tbat 
which would aow be most valuable i* 
lost, but, from what; remains, we can 
learn a good deal about the New York 
of those days. 


Jaspar Bankers Is the writer -whose 


impressions of New York have thua 
been lost to tbe world, and In what 
has been preserved of his writings the 
chief thing that forces its attention up- 
on tbe reader Is the magnitude of the 
pe«ch crop in these parts during the 
year of Ida visit. He was a religious 
enthusiast, the leader of the Labadista, 
a sect that flourished briefly on three 
continents toward the close of the sev- 
enteenth century, and his voyage conv 
panlon Tra» a minister of tbe same 
sect 
But there Is little of this In his diary 


against a great deal of what they n^e 
and drank, and on occasions when 
they went to the little church in( the 
fort -wher6 tbe custom house Is now 
the fact is mentioned with some apolo- 
gies, one service being attended "in or- 
der to avoid scandal and for other rea- 
sons" and others because "my com- 
panion is endeavoring to learn the lan- 
guage." 


But on the very dav of their arrival 


In New York, Sept 23, 1679, we begin 
to hear of the eatables and drinkables, 
especially the peaches. 


He first took ns to the house of one 


of his friends, who -welcomed him and 
us and offered us some of the fruit of 
tte country, very fine peaches and full 
grown apples, which filled our hearts 
with thankf ulnesa to God. This fruit 
was exceedingly fair and good and 
pleasant to the taste, much better than 
that In Holland or elsewhere, though 
I believe our long fasting and craving 
for food made it so agreeable. After 
taking a glass of madeira we proceed- 
ed. As we walked along we saw in 
different gardens trees full iof apples 
of various kinds and so laden with 
peaches and other fruit that one might, 
doubt whether there Were more leaves 
or fruit on them. I have never *een in' 
Europe In tbe best seasons such am 
overflowing abundance. When we fin- 
ished our tour and had given our 
guides several letters to deliver, we 
returned to his father In law's. He re-' 
galed us In the evening with milk, 
which refreshed us much. "We had so 
many peaches set before us that we 
were timid about eating them, though 
we experienced no 111 effects from 
them." 
' 


And the next day, Sunday, the rec- 


ord opens with this: 


"I was surprised on waking to find 


my comrade had already dressed him- 
self and breakfasted upon peaches." 


So It went every day. Toward the 


end of the week they crossed the ferry 
(for less than half a cent apiece) to 
Long Island, where the people made 
them "very welcome, sharing with us 
bountifully 
whatever 
they 
had, 


whether it was milk, cider, fruit or to- 
baccOj and especially, first and most of 
all, miserable rum, which had been 
brought from Barbados and which is 
called by the Dutch 'kill-deviU These 
people are very fond of it, and most of 
them extravagantly so, although it is 
very dear and has a bad taste," 


But on Long Island, as elsewhere, 


the peaches were as good as the run/ 
was bad, 


"It is impossible to tell how many 


peach trees we passed, all laden with 
fruit to breaking down and many of 
them actually broken down. We come 
to a place surrounded with such tree* 
from which so many had fallen oft 
that the ground could not be discerned 
and yon could not put your foot down 
without trampling them, and notwith- 
standing such large quantities bad 
fallen off the trees still were as full 
ns they could bear. Tbe hogs- and 
other animals mostly feed on them," 


The peaches in Harlem were as plen- 


tiful and still more delicious. When 
they went up to the north end of Man- 
hattan island, we find this notice: 


"Before we left (Harlem) we did not 


omit supplying ourselves with peaches, 
which grew in an orchard along the 
road. The whole ground was covered 
with them and with apples, lying upon 
the new grain with which the orchard 
was planted. The peaches were tho 
most delicious wo had yet eaten." 


But they need not ha\e taken too 


precaution mentioned, for even after 
crossing Spuyten Duyvil they found 
more peaches than ever. 


"We came to a road which wag en- 


tirely covered with penchog. We askod 
tbo boy why they left them lio there 
•nd did not let tbe bogs eat them. 
He answered: *We do not know what 
to do with them, tbcro are to many. 
Tho hogs arc satiated' with them and 
will not cat nny more.' From this w« 
may judge of tho quantity of thorn."—

Plant* and Gravitation. 


The sense of gravitation In plants Is 


that sense, for example, that makes a 
pine tree grow straight upward. A 
plant that curves assumes that position 
because its sense of gravitation makes 
it take the one best suited to its needs. 
Some flower stalks are very curiously 
guided by the gravitation sense. Tbo 
narcissus Is an example. At first there 
Is a straight shaft piercing the ground 
with its compact pointed flower bud, 
but aa the flower opens the stalk bends 
close to the top and brings the flower 
tube Into a roughly horizontal position, 
•where it shows off Its bright colored 
crown to attract the insects, on the 
visits of which it depends for fertiliza- 
tion. The flowers are guided to the 
right position by the gravitation sense, 
and they increase or diminish the an- 
gular bend in their stalk until the 
right position is attained.

It is manifestly absurd to de- 
mand1 that the miners present their 
cases as individuals; they must be al- 
lowed' to represented by a committee' 
of some kind, and a committee having 
authority to at least make a tempor- 
ary settlement, even, if to become per- 
manent a vote of the miners had to be 
subsequently taken. The officers of 
the local unions -would seem to be a 
proper committee, and they could be 
accepted, apparently, without "recog- 
njzing" either Mitchell or the "United 
Mine Workers In the sense so repug- 
nant to the operators.

Th?[ figures in, the tables represent sin- 
gle advertisements only, while hun- 
dreds of these "Help Wanted" single 
advertisements call for more than one 
person. They call for from two to 5,000 
persons. "In fact, I make a most con- 
servative estimate when I say that the 
papers of the country are today adver- 
tising 500,000 situations that want help. 
In substantiation of this" I refer to the 
Seattle Intelligencer, which advertises 
for over 1,500 persons, and the San 
Francisco Examiner, which advertises 
f<j$i>ver 17,000 persons. The cry for' 
help in the Pacific states is most ur- 
gent, while it is hardly less urgent In 
the middle west and lake states. From 
|2 to $3 and $4 a day Is offered for 
common laborers, such as brickmen, 
teamsters, miners and railroad hands. 
There is one loud and urgent demand 
from every part of the United States 
for labor of every description — from 
the farms of the west from the facto- 
ries of the east from the mines and 
forests, from the railroads, from the 
merchants and counting rooms. There 
is but one reason for It

The most enthusi- 
astic protectionist would hardly ven- 
ture to contend that it was advisable 
to shelter enterprises which demanded 
no shelter, and it has generally been 
admitted by political economists that 
there were advantages to be derived 
from the free interchange of natural 
products between countries. But It Is 
difficult to understand the special Im- 
portance attached to this oration even 
if It is conceded that the president ex- 
perienced a remarkable change of 
heart toward the close of his career 
and doubted the wisdom of the policy 
which he advocated so long.

dent McKioley was not the front, end 
and middle of the policy of protection, 
and it -would not have crumbled to 
dust had he attacked it with the same 
enthusiasm which he displayed In 
pleading for It. Elections have proved 
that a majority of the voters of tho 
country are persuaded that protection 
Is to be preferred to free trade, and 
there is little to indicate that they are 
In love with tariff revision. At any 
rate, a brief experience with this kind 
of revision was not calculated to con- 
vince them that there was much In It 
for the business Interests of the na- 
tion. There Is an old fashioned notion 
that it is sensible to let well enough 
alone, and while It Is not accepted by 
the fault finders and the uneasy politi- 
cians who are never satisfied with the 
existing order of things It fortunately 
happens that the hitter arc rarely per- 
mitted to assume control of uffillrs.—

Do Xot Sleep on Your Left Side. 
When a patient complains of a bad 


taste in his mouth every morning ou 
waking up, says a physician, the first 
question 1 ask him is as to the position 
he assumes when going to sleep. An 
Immense number of people sleep on 
the left side, and this is the most com- 
mon cause of the unpleasant taste 
which Is generally attributed to dys- 
pepsia. If a meal has been taken wlxh- 
Jn two or three hours of going to bed, 
to sleep on the left side is to give the 
stomach a task which it Is difficult lu 
the extreme to perform. The student 
of anatomy knows that all food enters 
and leaves the stomach on the right 
side, and hence sleeping on the left 
side soon after eating involves a sort 
of pumping operation which Is any- 
thing but conducive to sound repose. 


The action of the heart is also Inter- 


fered with considerably, and the lungs 
are unduly compressed. It la probable 
that lying on the back is the most nat- 
ural position, but few men can rest 
easily so, and hence it is best to culti- 
vate the habit of sleeping on the right 
side.

MHic Flour In Sweilen. 


Dr. M. Ekenberg oC Gotlv.,berg. 


Sweden, claims to have discoveied a 
process whereby milk may be reduced 
to a fine flour and afterwaid trans- 
formed. into milk with all Its uliiueii 
tary qualities. The peculiarity of Dr. 
Ekenberg's discovery Is said to lie in 
his having found the conditions und^r 
which the milk will retain its solubil- 
ity in water in spite of the transforms! 
tion into powder. Formerly when milk 
was dried the components became in- 
dissoluble. Pr. Ekenberg has refused 
to describe his apparatus for perform 
Ing the work, having applied for a pat- 
ent,

In Place of r. Silo. 


Not every farmer has a silo or n 


corn shredding machine. They cost too 
much for the man who has but two or 
three cows. But he can pick tho cars 
from his corn stover and hare the grain 
ground, and tho cob, too. If he so 
wishes, then have the atovcr well 
cured in the field, and when bo takes 
it to the barn have It cut into pieces 
not more than a half inch long and 
shorter if possible. Then moisten it 
with warm water If such is convenient 
to the cow stables and cover it up to 
steam for twenty-four hours at leust 
before feeding. Put on each cow's ra- 
tion IRS much and such grnin as her 
condition calls for, and if she does not 
do as well as she would on ensllngo 
•he will- do better than on dry corn 
stover. If obliged to wet it with cold 
wat«r, it will b* better for standing 
forty-eight hours, to germinate a littl* 
beat by fermentation—Am«rtcan 
ttrator.

Wshington. D. C., Oct. 4. 


We at Washington, learn of Mr. 


Jones' death with feelings of profound 
sorrow. How he will be missed. I am 
going to ask you to express to Mrs. 
Jones, and the family and 
intimate 


friends, my sincere sympathy at this 
time of their affliction. 


Mrs. Hackett is abroad; if she were 


here she would join heartily with me 
in this (message. Not long ago Mrs. 
Hackett rode from Portsmouth to Bos- 
ton in the next seat to Mr. Jones. He 
entered into conversation, and it sc 
happened (much- to 
Mrs. 
Hackett's 


gratification) that he told her much of 
his early life.and experiences. I recall 
the fact that Mrs. Hackett spoke of 
the incident, as revealing something 
of the character of a very remarkable 
man. 


As, you. know, I have always felt a 


deep interest irt all that has to do with 
Portsmouth. 
For 
years 
I 
have 


watched the career- of -him who has 
?one—and admired his transcendent 
ability. He had a genius for Business; 
and bis success was due to the won- 
derful knowledge that he possessed 
of men and of the springs of human 
nature. He exhibited the same power 
that we see in the great general—the 
great statesman. 


But I need not speak of his ability. 


There are monuments of it on every 
band in the .-good, old town where he 
found his home—a home that he 
loved. 


I will say a word of one of his per- 


sonal traits, and ;.t is something that 
made me like the man more than -he 
ever suspected. 


I refer to his graxiitude to my fath- 


er, of which Tie spoke to me more than 
once. My father saw in Mr. Jones the 
powers of a successful man of busi- 
ness. When Mr. Jones—young and 
struggling wanted to borrow money 
of the bank of which my father was 
president—some* of the directors were 
inclined to shake their heads; but my 
father offered to endorse his note, I 
think it -was—at all events, he made 
it a personal matter, and helped Mr. 
Jones—as an older man of standing 
can help a young ;man. 
Mr. Jones 


proved to be a valuable customer at 
the bank. He never forgot the encour- 
agmeut that he received at my father's 
hands: and to me he spoke of it in 
terms that made me very 
happy. 


There was always (so long as my 
father lived) a mutual respect be- 
tween the two. 
: 


Another trait, equally creditable to 


Mr. Jones, was his strong attachment 
to Portsmouth. 'He"never seemed to 
tire in praising his town. He sought 
its material advancement—ami took 
pride in improving its buildings and 
streets—in1 adding to and developing 
its resources. 


He was, as I have reason to know, 


a good friend to the navy yard—and 
Ports-mouth, in her long record 
of 


faithful sons—has had no one more 
intensely loyal, no one who has accom 
plished. more for her /welfare. 


There 
should 
be some 
suitable 


memorial record made- of the life and 
character of Frank Jones—that future 


enerations may know what manner 


of man1 he was, and how much for the 
last half century he has stood for in 
behalf of the city of his adoption.
